Islamic court blames CIA 
for assassinations in Iran 




TEHRAN, May 29 (Agencies) 
— Tehran's Islamic Revolutio- 
nary Court blamed the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) of die 
United States Tuesday for the 
recent assassination of Iranian 
revolutionary leaders. 

The charge coincided with 
reports of stepped up security pre- 
cautions to protect the top Iranian 
revolutionary leader. Ayatollah 
Khomeini, m the hply rity of Qom 
and other leaders in the capital. 

The charge against the CIA 
came in one of the periodic “ mes- 
sages to the nation” issued by the 
revolutionary courts and pub- 
lished in newspapers. This was the : 
first tifficial Iranian claim of U.S. 


involvement in the assassinations. 

It said the anarchist group 
“Forghan," which claimed 
responsibility for the recent assas- 
sinations, had been created speci- 
fically by the CIA some years ago 
as a counter-revolutionary force. 

Forghan said it was responsible 
for the murders of Ayatollah 
Morteza Motahari and of Gen. 
Muhammad Vali Gharani, the 
first army chief of staff after the 
revolution, in the past four weeks 
and of the attempted assassination 
of Ayatollah Hashemi Rafsanjani 
last week.

Egypt militaryadvisers 
said working in Sudan 


KHARTOUM, May 29 (A F) 
— Sudan's new defense minister 
says Egyptian military advisers are 
working in Sudan but emphati- 
cally denied published reports that 
Egyptian troops bad been called 
on to help defend the borders 
from Soviet-backed Ethiopian 
forces. 

Gen. Abdul Magjd Hamid 
Khalil, in an interview with the 
Associated Press shortly before 
taking over the defense job Mon- 
day (story on page 3), said tbe two 
Arab neighbors bad a defense pact 
and “if we want to get Egyptian 
troops we would not camouflage 
the fact” 

The 47-year-old career officer 
who framed in the United States 
and Britain said Egyptian instruc- 
tors were stationed in the Khar- 
toum area “but so axe English, 
Twrtian, Chinese, Canadian and 
West German” advisers. 

Western military analysts dis- 
count the reports as well, contend- 
ing it would be unwise politically 
for Egyptian soldiers to be 
stationed on Sudanese soil with- 
out a dear threat of foreign inter- 
vention. 

Some Sudanese, especially in 
the south, are suspicious of 
Egypt's intentions while in the 
north many recall that Egyptian 
troops occupied Sudan in pre- 


in dependence days under the Brit- 
ish condominium. 

Sudanese officials blame hard- 
line Arab opponents of the 
Egyptian- Israeli initiative, which 
Sudan initially supported, for 
“planting" stories that President 
Jaafar Numeiri had turned to 
Egypt for military help. 

Soviet-backed Ethiopian troops 
have crossed into eastern Sudan in 
“hot pursuit" of Eritrian forces 
but Sudanese officials said the 
cross-border operations had 
tapered off and Ethiopian troops 
occupied no Sudanese land. 

Rejecting suggestions that fore- 
ign troops were needed to prop up 
tile regime because of internal 
political division, Khalil said 
Sudan was stable and “ we are cap- 
able of settling our security with- 
out needing anybody else.” 

Khalil was chief of staff for 
Sudan's 50,000-man army before 
Numeiri relinquished the defense 
portfolio to him. 

Numeiri took over the defense 
job himself last year after a 
cabinet reshuffle. 

Khalil said the army “supports 
this regime wholeheartedly with- 
out any doubt.” He added that 
“99.9 per cent of the army is 
behind President Numeiri” 
despite past coup attempts invohr- 
ing army officers. 


danger from internal discord and 
division of power. 

He said in an interview on state 
television that the Islamic courts, 
which have ordered tbe execution 
of more than 200 people since the 
overthrow of the Shah, were 
among several groups outside 
government control.

Bazargan said this problem had 
to be solved before the' election of 
a president or parliamentary 
deputies. 

He said power groups were not 
actually opposing tbe government 
but in practice they were not obey- 
ing ft. 

“At present there is both dis- 
cord and numerous power centers. 
This paralyzes work. We hope 
after the draft constitution and 
appointment of a president all this 
discord will disappear,” Bazargan 
said. 

Meanwhile, Iranian lawyers 
Tuesday headed for a showdown 
with the country* s authorities over 
the drafting of the new constitu- 
tion. 

A conference of the Iran Bar 
Association voted overwhelm- 
ingly Tuesday for a resolution 
demanding free elections to a con- 
.stituent assembly . A minority 
group said it would organize a 
mass sit-in at the justice ministry if 
the demands were not met. 

Government officials were 
Monday quoted as saying the 
authorities had scrapped plans to 
bold elections to tbe constituent 
assembly and that the draft con- 
stitution would be put to the 
public for comment and then to a 
referendum.

RIYADH, May 29 (SPA) — 
King Khaled has cabled his con- 
dolences to Mauritanian President 
Mustapha Quid Salek for the 
death of Prime Minister Ahmed 
Ould Bourief. 

In his cable Monday night, the 
King expressed deep sorrow over 
the death of Bouceif and 11 other 
Mauritanian officials in a plane 
crash near Dakar. 

The Mauritanian premier and 
his delegation were on their way to 
the Senegalese capita! to attend a 
summit meeting of the Economic 
Community of West African 
States. 

The Dakar control tower estab- 
lished contact with Bouceif s 
plane as it circled the capital dur- 
ing a heavy sandstorm, but then 
contact was lost and the plane was 
later found on the ocean bed five 
kilometers offshore from the air- 
port. The bodies of the -victims 
have not been recovered yet 


BEIRUT, May 29 (AF) — Israeli gnnships and border artillery 
shelled and rocketed the southern Lebanese port city of Tyre Tues- 
day, the state radio 

Refugees fled the city to safer villages in the north. Tyre, 50 miles 
south of Beirut, is the site of three Palestinian refugee camps. 

The city is without water or electricity and only about 5,000 of its 
estimated 50,000 residents remain in their homes, provincial 
authorities say. 

In Kuwait, a newspaper reported that Israel had sent a warning to 
Syria over alleged Syrian positioning of Soviet-made surface-to-air 
missiles in eastern Lebanon. The missiles could be used against 
Israeli warplanes. 

The Lebanese state radio said Syrian jet fighteis flew protective 
missions over Beirut as Palestinian camps in the south were being 
hammered. 

The artillery attack on Tyre, which began shortly before noon also 
hit the nearby hamlets of Ras El Ain and Bayyada, witnesses said. 
They also said shells hit Nabatiyeh, a Palestinian stronghold about 15 
miles inland from Tyre. 

The Lebanese radio said an Israeli destroyer escorted by missile 
boats shelled and rocketed Tyre and the refugee camps a few miles to 
the south. 

The state radio said IsraeUrbacked Maj. Saad Haddad, a renegade 
Lebanese army officer, joined in the Israeli artillery attack on 
Nabatiyeh and villages south of the litani River. 

Israel moved tanks and me chanm» ri imitjamffi hnnkirtu hark 
up Haddad* s forces. No independent confirmation of this report was 
immediately available, the radio said. 

The Palestinian News Agency Wafa reported that commando gnn 
positions in southern Lebanon fired back on Israeli emplacements at 
1 100 hours (local). 

The e ight-nation, 5,800-man UJSI. Interim Force in Lebanon 
( UN1F1L) was put on alert. Norwegian and Irish peacekeepers in the 
southern regions spent two successive nights behind sandbags and in 
base met shelters, avoiding involvement in the attacks, the Lebanese 
radio said.

Party, quoted official sources as saying that the total of refugees 
fleeing Israeli attacks in the south rose Tuesday from 45,000 to 
60,000. 

The Palestinian hi gh co mmando and the Lebanese government 
said 122 Palestinians have been killed and more than 360 wounded in 
Israeli air, sea and artillery attacks during the past two twootha.

Three Israeli warships make 
first trip through Suez Canal 


SUEZ, May 29 (Agencies) — 
Israeli warships sailed through the 
Suez Canal Tuesday for the first 
time since the state of Israel was 
established 31 years ago. 

Three Israeli landing craft, fly- 
ing the Star of David flag, led a 
northbound convoy of Egyptian, 
Greek, Russian and American 
ships. 

The freighter Ashdod on April 
30 became the first Israeli ship to 
use tbe 160 km Suez Canal since 
the si gning of the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty two months ago. 

The three warships now sailing 
towards the Mediterranean are 
bound for the Israeli port of Ash- 
dod from tbe Egyptian naval port 
of Sharm El-Sheikh, which is still 
under Israeli occupation. 

Shaim El-Sheikh is to return to 
Egypt in the second and last stage 
of the Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai Peninsula, expected to be 
completed within three yearn. 

Israel s return of tbe Sinai capi- 
tal of El Arish to Egypt four days 
ago was part of the first stage of 
withdrawal. Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin said in El 
Arish then that he and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat had 
agreed to open the borders bet- 
ween their countries. 


The Egyptian newspapers “AI 
Akhbai” and “AI Gomhouria” 
said Tuesday that Israeli Foreign 
Minister Mosbc Dayan would 
come to Egypt on Monday to dis- 
cuss the arrangements for opening 
borders with Egyptian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Boutros 
GhaH.

‘For from dull ’ 

Scientists say Venus dynamic planet 
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WASHINGTON, May 29 ( AP) — Venus, far from being dull and 
featureless as many suspected, is a dynamic planet with spectacular 
terrain and a unique, driving atmosphere, scientists reported Tues- 
day. 

In the first complete report on the Pioneer Venus spacecraft mis- 
tsions, scientists said radar images show a mountain higher than 
Everest, the largest rift valley so far sighted in the solar system and a 
giant plateau dwarfing any found on earth. 

The planet that looks Hke a fuzzy yellow tennis ball because of its 
thick clouds has a unique circulation system made up of atmospheric 
layers that are constantly in motion, scientists say. 

The National Aeronautics and Space Administration scheduled 
the briefing by Pioneer project scientists at the annual meeting of tbe 
American Geophysical Union. 

Pioneer Venus I went into orbit around earth’s sister planet last 
December and has been sending back radar and other information 
since then. 

Pioneer Venus 2 arrived days later and divided into five atmos- 
pheric probes, four of which reached the smoldering 500-degree 
Celsius surface. 

Dr. Harold Masursky of the U.S- Geological Survey said images 
constructed from radar scanning show a 11 , 200 -meter mountain, 
unofficially called Maxwell, that would tower over earth’s largest, 
8,708 meter Everest. 

Maxwell is at the east end of a giant plateau scientists previously 
thought was a basin, based upon early data. This flat rise is more than 
3,000 kilometers long and 1,500 kflometers wide, about twice the 
size of the Tibetan plateau, the earth's largest, Masursky said in an 
interview!. 


He said another interesting feature is an area called Beta, which 
looks like a fault zone that may be more than 3,000 kflometers long. 

“ This may have been a volcanic area*” Masursky said. “ It looks 
as Jong as one on- Mars that has big volcanoes on ft. ” 

On the opposite side of Venus from these features is a giant rift 
valley witfl^a crack in the planetary oust down the middle. 

Dr. Alvin Seiff of NASA's Ames Research Center in California 
said in an interview that Venus has an atmospheric circulation system 
different from any known elsewhere. 

On die earth, sunlight is absorbed by land and file resulting heat, 
coupled with the planet's rotation, drives atmospheric motion from 
west to east. 

On Venus, Seiff said, sunlight is absorbed in the atmosphere 
between 48 and 53 kflometers above the surface. These layers of air, 
or calls, flow north and south from the equator at speeds of up to 6 50 
kph to spread heat and motion through tire atmosphere. 

Above the equator, the top part of this layer flows north about 
three-quarters^ the way to the North Pole before folding under and 
moving back south. 

Seiff said the motion of this layer drives tire layers above and below 
ft. While the east-west flow from the planet’s motion still is impor- 
tant, he said, ft is not, as major as on earth because Venus rotates 
much slower, about once every 243 earth days. 

M The weather machine on Venus is not an extremely simple thing, 
as we once thought,” Seiff said. “ But ft doesn’t have to be to help in 
tbe growth of understanding and this, in turn, may help us better 
understand what's happening on earth. ”

WASHINGTON, May 29 — The Israeli government 5 s roundupof 
. Palestinian activists continued Tuesday, as police in Jerusalem 
arrested Ib rahim Nassar, a Palestinian attorney involved in the lead- 
ership of the Progressive National Movement in Israel, reliable 
sources said. 

Nasal’s arrest brought to 30 the number of persons seized over 
the past five days by Israeli secret police, the sources said. : ' 

The Jerusalem attorney, who holds Israeli citizenship, was arrested 
Tuesday morning. He was seized after presenting himself at police 
headquarters in Jerusalem in response to a government order, 
according to the sources, reached in Israel by telephone. 

Further details of the arrest were not immediately available. 

Nassar is one of fee leaders of the Progressive National Movement, 
Vi student organization based in Israel proper. Last 

week 10 other members of tbe group were arrested at various Israeli 
universities. 

“ The wave of arrests is aimed at paralyzing the student movement 
and neutralizing Its impact on the upcoming autonomy talks, ” one 
source said. 

Meanwhile, an ad hoc committee has been formed in Washington 
to defend the rights of political prisoners seized during the current 
roundup in Israel. 

The committee, organized by Georgetown Univenaty professor 
Thomas Ricks and Palestinian writer Ftanzi cl-Asmar, is circulating a 
petition calling for the release of the detainees. 

Of particular concern to the group is Dr. Uri Davis, an Israeli- 
British professor arrested at Lydda Airport May 24 and now under- 
going prolonged interrogation by the Shin Bet, Israel s secret police. 

Davis, a longtime supporter of Palestinian human and civil rights, 
is refusing to answer any questions put to him by Israeli interrogators, 
informed sources said. 

“ It is believed that his recent arrest is due principally to his 
anti-Zionist position ’made and outside of Israel, ” tbe ad hoc com- 
mittee said in a statement 

Davis has not yet been charged with a crime. But sources say he is 
being interrogated on suspicion of contacts with “ illegal organiza- 
tions.” 

Davis is a lecturer at the School of Peace Studies at England’s 
Bradford University. 

Iraq derides calls 
for energy dialogue 


BAGHDAD, May 29 (Agen- 
cies) — Calls by the industrial 
countries, led by the United 
States, for a dialogue with oil 
exporting countries on the energy 
problem were described as a hys- 
terical reaction by Iraqi Oil Muns- 
ter Tayeh Abdul Karim. 

He told the Iraqi News Agency 
Monday : “ The imperialist states 
are trying to find a means of skirt- 
ing round the OPEC (Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries). 

The North-South dialogue in 
1976 between rich and developing 
countries had shown that indus- 
trial states were not prepared to 
make concessions .to establish a 
fairer economic system, he said. 

The minister akn said any 
attempt to discuss oil prices and 
installatio ns outside the OPEC 
framework would be a violation of 
member states? sovereignty and 
oil resources. 

Meanwhile, United Arab Emi- 
rates Oil Minister Mana Said 


ALOteiba said the UAE has been 
turning down offers from oil com- 
panies ready to buy crude oil on 
the open market at more than 
twice the current OPEC price.

JEDDAH, May 29— A project 
producing steel bars for the West- 
ern Province construction indus- 
try is set to increase production 
more than 14 times under an 
agreement signed in Riyadh 
Tuesday. 

On completion of the expansion 
work 18 months from now, the 
steel plant will be the first project 
operated by the Saudi Basic 
' Industries Corporation to enter 
prataction. 

SAB1C chairman and Industry 
and Eiectricity Minister Dr. Ghazi 
Algosaibi Tuesday signed a 50-50 
joist venture agreement with the 
West German firm Korf Handel 
for modernizhig and expanding 
the Jeddah Steel Rolling Mil The 

expansion work is expected to cost 

SRI 00 millioxL. 

The mill, now producing less 
than 10,000 tons a year, will raise 
output to 140,000 tons of steel 
reinforcing bars at the end of 
1980. 

According to SABIC, the 
agreement with Korf covers the 
installation of a rolling unit with 
capacity for 80,000 tons per year 
(tpyjofsteel bars of from 14 to 28 


millim eters in diameter within the 
next 12 months. A second produc- 
tion line, producing 50,000 tpy of 
6-12 mm diameter steel coil will 
gp into service six months from 
now. 

The Council of Ministers trans- 
ferred the milfs ownership from 
the Ministry of Petroleum and 
Mineral Resources to SABIC to 
make posable the joint venture 
with Korf. SABIC earlier this year 
signed an agreement with 
another Korf company, Korf 
Stahl, for the installation of an 
iron and steel plant at Jubail. 

The Jeddah mill will use 
imported billets of steel until the 
Jubail plant goes into operation in 
1981. 

Speaking after signing the 
agreement with Willy Korf, presi- 
dent of Korf Handel, Dr. 
Algosaibi said that the mill would 
meet a large part of the Western 
Province's requirements. 

Referring to the two steel pro- 
jects with Korf; Dr. Algosaibi said 
that part manufacture in Jubail 
and final production in Jeddah 14 is 
a step toward industrial integra- 
tion.” 

A large number of the workers 
at the Jeddah mill will be sent for 
training in West German factories 


for periods of between four and six 
months. “ We look forward to the 
day when all Saudi heavy indus- 
tries are manned by Saadis. Tins is 
a baric objective,'’ Dr. Algosaibi 
said. 

In the course of the next three 
months, SABIC wfll sign a joint 
venture agreement for a fertilizer 
complex and, in six months, for 
two petrochemical industries.

Greece signs pact to join EEC

ATHENS, May 28 (R) — 
Greece Tuesday formally signed a 
Treaty of j accession with the 
European Economic Community 
which win make it the tenth 
member at the start of 1961. 

Watched by premiers and fore- 
ign ministers from the other mar- 
ket countries. Prime Minister 
Constantine Karamanlis signed 
the treaty in the marble Zappeion 
Hall in the shadow of the 
Acropolis. 

Although the ceremony was 
boycotted by (he country's two 
unamt opposition parties, 
Kazamanlis said he was convinced 
the future of Greece was inextric- 
ably bound to the destiny of the 
other European democracies. 

“She joins you in the struggle 
for the creation of a new Europe 
winch will change the destiny of 
our continent and, {perhaps, of 
the world,” Karamanlis told the 
representatives from the other 
EEC countries after the cere- 
mony. 

President Valery Giscard 
cfEstaing signed the Treaty of 
Accession on behalf of the Com- 
munity and later flew back to 
Pari& Also present were the prime 
ministers of Belgium, Italy, Ire- 
land and Luxembourg - and the 
foreign ministers of Britain, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
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West Germany. 

Security police stood by to pro- 
tect the foreign delegations and to 
prevent any de mon strations. 

The two main opposition par- 
ties, the Panhellemc Socialist 
Movement of Andreas Papan- 
dreon and the pro-Moscow Greek 
Communist Party, both refused to 
attend the signing.

Britain, Ireland and Denmark 
joined in 1973 and Spain and Por- 
tugal are now negotiating their 
entry. 

The Greek Parliament and 
those of the nine present members 
will have to ratify die accession 
treaty before Greece formajly 
becomes a member on Jan. 1, 
1981. 

There will then be a five-year 
transition period before Greece 
can enjoy the full benefits of 
Community membership. It win 
be seven years before Greek work- 
ers have free movement within 
EEC countries. 

After the treaty was signed, 
Karamanlis said that although 
there could be differences on 
some circumstances surrounding 
Greece’s entry to the EEC, no one 
could deny its historical necessity. 

“If the states of our continent 
do not unite their material and 
spiritual powers into an organiza- 
tional entity, they will unavoid- 
ably be relegated to the margin of 
history. And Europe, which 
dominated the world as recently as 
tire beginning of this century, will 
lag behind and be exposed to dan- 
gers,” Karamanlis said. 

The government says Greece 
will receive substantial aid from 
tire EECs common agricultural 
policy, perhaps as much as $ 1.8 
billion in the first five years. 

Karamanlis also believes that 
EEC membership will strengthen 
the country against external dan- 
gers and consolidate democracy at 
home. 

Some Greeks have said that 
joining the EEC wiU minimize the 
possibility of a conflict with neigh- 
boring Turkey, another prospec- 
tive member of the Community. 

Roy Jenkins of Britain, presi- 
dent of the EEC and 

French Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois-Poncet spoke at the sign- 
ing ceremony and praised tire sig- 
nificance of Greece’s entry into 
the community. 

Karamanlis said Greece was 
determined to modernize its 
institutions to seal its entry into 
the EEC 

“ Greece comes to Europe with 
the certainty that national 
sovereignty is consolidated, 
democratic ifreedoms i. are 
safeguarded and economic 
development is accelerated with 
the cooperation of the EEC part- 
ners,” he said.

Spain’s military chiefs declare 
support for anti-terror campaign 


MADRID, May 29 (R) — 
Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez has 
won the backing of Spain’s milit- 
ary ehip-fe for a government drive 
against guerrilla violence, the 
government said Monday. 

The Armed Forces Joint Chiefs 
of Staff met Suarez late Sunday 
night to didpiss security following 
two days of guerrilla killings in 
which 17 people died. 

A government statement said 
Monday they analyzed in depth 
the government’s plan to combat 


terrorism, with “all present agre- 
eing to support and endorse the 
package of measures.'' . 

Suarez summoned the generals 
after eight people were killed and 
39 injured in a Saturday night 
bomb attack on a Madrid c a fe pat- 
ronized by right-wingers.

Petitioners deride festival 
at Salzburg as ‘dried up’ 


SALZBURG, May 29 (AP) — 
Some 80 personalities of Austria's 
cultural life were chided Monday 
by Salzburg Mayor Heinrich Sal- 
fenauer for criticizing the Salzburg 
Festival as “dried up.” 

The annual, month-long festival 
op ening July 26' is one of Europe’ s 
oldest It presents operas — espe- 
cially those of Mozart, who was 
bom here in lp56 — plays and 
concerts. It has repeatedly found 
itself in the center of a storm. 

The latest controversy was 
caused by a petition of the 80-odd 
university professors, authors, 
reviewers and artists including 
internationally known painter 
Fried ensreich Hundertwasser. It 
asked Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky to contact conductor Rolf 
Liebeztnann to ask him whether 


he was prepared to work at Salz- 
burg. 

The petition was entitled “For 
an Ensured Future of Salzburg” 
and claimed that, in its sixth 
decade, the festival had drifted 
away from its tradition. 

It asserted that Salzburg conse- 
quently has been put into the 
shade by. such festivals as that of 
Munich and Edinburgh, and that it 
was a failure as far as the presenta- 
tion of the works of Mozart was 
concerned. It alleged the Salzburg 
Festival management was“deaf to 
warnings or criticism” and “pound 
only over the size of the subridies” 
it received.

HONG KONG, May 29 (R) — 
The British freighter Sibonga 
sailed into Hong Kong labor 
Tuesday, its decks packed with 
nearly 1,000 shipwrecked Viet- 
namese boat people Britain has 
now agreed to accept 

This British colony, already 
temporary home to 38,000 Viet- 
namese refugees, had been pres- 
sing London since last week to 
take in the refugees, rescued from 
leaking, overcrowded junks in the 
South China Sea. 

Monday, the new Conservative 
government announced that Bri- 
tain would accept responsibility 
for the 982 Sibonga refugees. As a 
result the black-and-white hulled 
freighter was allowed to enter 
Hong Kong's bustling harbor 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Its choice of anchorage high- 
lighted how desperate Hong 
Kong’s refugee problem is — the 
freighter was moored next to a 
fleet of tiny jimks carrying another 
4,000 boat people waiting for 
permission to come ashore. 

The latest refugees waved at a 
launch carrying newsmen cover- 
ing their arrival. Captain Healey 
Martin, from Lisburn, Northern 
Ireland, came out on the bridge, 
bat did not talk to reporters. 
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Meanwhile, another British 
freighter, the Norse Viking, went 
to Ch in n with 40 more rescued 
refugees while a third, tire Roach 
Bank, waited off Taiwan with 
almost 300 Vietnamese plucked 
to safety in tire Sooth China Sea. 

Britain’s new conservative gov- 
ernment said, in announcing its 
acceptance of the Sibonga 
refugees, stressed this was not a 
commitment to take srrralar action 
in the future. The statement 
seemed to leave the refugees off 
Taiwan and China facing an 
uncer tain future. 

A Hong Kong government 
spokesman, announcing the deci- 
sion to admit the Sibonga, said the 
refugees wbuk! still have to stay on 
board at first. 

“There is no space available on 
shore for them” Ire said.

KAMPALA, May 29 (R) — 
“Major” Bob Astles, British-born 
aide to ousted President Xdf Amin, 
has been charged with murder by 
Uganda’s new rulers, senior 
Ugandan police officials said 
Tmssday. 

Moves to extradite him and at 
least three of Amin’s ex-ministers 
from neighboring Kenya were 
ordered Monday by Attorney- 
General George Kanyehamba, 
the sources said. 

Astles, held by Kenyan police 
since he fled from foe Tanzanian- 
led forces that toppled Amin last 
mouth, would face one count of 
murder, they said. 

He has been accused by Ugan- 
dan exiles of helping set up Amin's 
dreaded State Research Bureau, 
held responsible for many of the 
killings during Amin’s eight-year 
rale. 

A week ago, Ugandan prosecut- 
ing officials said they bad evidence 
that Astles personally committed 
several murders. 

The former head of the State 
Research Bureau, ex-interior 
Minister Farouk Minawa, was one 
of the three fugitive ministers 
charged with murder. 

The others were Brig. Ali 
Facial, former minister for provin- 
cial administration, and Brig. 
Dnsman Sabuni, former industry 
and power minister. 

Altogether extradition applica- 
tions for 48 alleged criminals have 
been ordered by Kanyehamba 
after combined arrest and extradi- 
tion warrants were issued by the

But the Egyptian {Resident is apparently betting on a 
different Palestinian leadership that would take part in future 
negotiations. Although talks on Palestinian autonomy are 
underway, the Egyptians, Israelis and Americans have 
decided that there is no role for the Palestinians at this stage of 
the game. Only after three years have passed will the PLO be 
able to contribute to the negotiations. Or so we are told. 

is it possible that the three parties to die autonomy talks 
are hoping that the coming three years would see the demise 
of the present Palestinian leadership? Or is it possible that the 
three parties will join forces to bring about this demise 
through the creation of a more “sympathetic’* Palestinian 
body that would be more forthcoming in dealing with the 
autonomy issue? 

If the latter is the case, it can safely be assumed that the 
architects of this plan will be in for an unpleasant surprise. 

The PLO, for better or for worse, is the sole represents- | 
■ tive of the Palestinians. The organization’s status is not a 
matter for Sadat, Carter and Begin or anyone else to deter- 
:mine. That is the prerogative of the Palestinians themselves, 
and the Palestinians have said their word. 

It is becoming increasingly evident that the three parties 

• to the current talks are finally realizing that the PLO cannot be 
eliminated from any eventual peace settlement 

The emphasfom the current stage of the tripartite talks on 
autonomy has been on the establishment of local Palestinian 
-councils, whose members hold views closer to that of Mr. 
Sadat and Mr. Carter (it is almost impossible to see any Arab 
seeing eye to eye with Begin). Parallel to this emphasis is a 
growing campaign to discredit the PLO leadership. Mr. Sadat 
has consistently managed to take a shot at the present leaders 
pf the PLO in every speech or remark be has made since the 
.Camp David agreements. But such attacks can only contribute 
to the growing rift between Mr. Sadat and the Palestinians as a 
-whole, and can only make his task to rebuild his bridges with 
-them far more formidable. Until Egyptian, American and 
- Israeli dreams become a reality — and there is no reason to 
: believe they will — the PLO, with its present leadership, must 
/remain the “missing fink" in the peace process. The sooner 
this fact is realized, the better if there is a genuine desire to see 
'peace established in the region. 


| SALT II: A test 
for the Soviets

MOSCOW — 

With the signing of the new Strategic Anns Limitation 
Treaty in Vienna next month, Leonid Brezhnev and his geron- 
tocratic Politburo will find their prestige and diplomacy hos- 
tage as never before to the United State Senate. 

Virtually any Kremlin action until the final ratification 
vote could have impossibly permanent impact on the out- 
, come. What will the Kremlin do — or have the perception to 
i do — in the months ahead to influence the Senate to ratify the 
treaty upon which Brezhnev has staked so much personal 
prestige? 

That question, impinging upon complex issues of interna- 
tional opportunism, perceived national interest and boundless 
Soviet self-esteem, ushers in one of the most unique periods in 
the post-war Great Power era. 

Perhaps not since the Bolsheviks dispersed the elected 
constituent assembly in 1918 has the Kremlin been -forced to 
take into account so directly the existence of a democratically 
elected body — in this case one whose role in America is only 
dimly understood by all but a handful of Russians. 

„ Nevertheless, there are signs that the Kremlin, despite its 

deep reservoir of suspicion over U.S. intentions, can alter 
policies or take specific steps to improve its public image in 
America and the West when it thinks it must. 

Although Soviet officials angrily dismiss the notion that 
such matters as Jewish emigration or Soviet military ventures 
far from home are “linked” to SALT as the Carter administra- 
tion has asserted, Moscow has acted in pragmatic ways since 
the beginning of 1979 to improve the bilateral atmosphere 
and perhaps the chances for SALT ratification as well. 

In foreign affairs, it is suggested here by informed West- 
ern sources that concern for ratification may have been a 
major factor in the restrained Soviet response to China’s 
February invasion of Moscow’s ally Vietnam. Although 
deeply alarmed by the new U.S.-China relationship, which it 
perceives is aimed at limiting legitimate Soviet interests in 
Asia, the Kremlin refused.to get deeply involved in the border 
war. Western sources suggest that Soviet worries over the 
impact on American public thinking, at a time when the China 
relationships just was being heralded in the United States 
restrained the Russians. 

In internal matters, Brezhnev last month personally 
commuted the sentences of five imprisoned Jewish activists, 
timing it to coincide with the visit here of a congressional 
delegation. Later, the Soviets in an unparalleled action, 
exchanged dissident figure Alexander Ginzburg and four 
other political prisoners for two convicted Soviet spies held by 
the United States. The swap constitutes outright acknow- 
ledgement by the Kremlin of American concerns for human 
rights here, which the Soviets previously have comdemned as 
unwarranted internal meddling aimed at underming the 
Soviet state. 

At the same time, the authorities have opened the stop- 
code of Jewish emigration, which reached 5,000 in April 
alone, a record, and may top 50,000 for all of 1979, another 
record. 

On military questions, the Russians two weeks ago 
offered new initiatives to break die long stalemate over 
mutual troop reductions with the West in Central Europe, 
where Soviet and East Bloc conventional forces strongly out- 
number the Wests troops. 

To be sure, the Kremlin moves in these areas also reflect 
utterly hard-headed calculations by the leadership. The 
limited response to China’ s invasion, for example, neverthe- 
less appears to have gained for the Soviets vital access for their 
warships to a Vietnamese port, a longterm goal which the 
Kremlin failed to achieve during the Vietnam war. Now it 
seems to have-come their way at minim al cost to the Russians 
aade from stepped up shipments of war materiel to the Viet- 
namese. 

In releasing Ginzburg, the Kremlin picked a prominent 
dissident figure who also happened to be seriously ilL By 
including him in the trade after protracted talks with the 
Americans, the Soviets removed from their concerns the pos- 
sibility that Ginzburg would have died while in labor camp, 
thus becoming a “martyr” to the cause of human rights here. 

The extraordinary increase in Jewish emigration is also 
aimed by the authorities at overturning the effects of the 
Jackson- Vanik amendment to the 1974 trade act which ties 
trade credits for Moscow with eased emigratin by Soviet Jews. 
Soviet trade officials have conducted intense lobbying with 
American trade delegations here to get repeal of tike amend- 
ment. As the Soviet economy slows, the need for improved 
trade with the United States and its high technology goods 
grows. 

Taken together these steps add up to a major Kremlin 
offensive to reduce the sore points between the countries. 

Although Ginzburg is free, other dissident figures such as 
Yuri Orlov, Anatoli Scharansky and Vladimir Slepak are still 
in prison, labor camp or exile. The Soviets are moving inexor- 
ably deeper into the armed conflict between their Marxist ally, 
Afghanistan, and the bitter guerrilla warfare against the gov- 
ernment there. The temptation to press for closer ties with the 
Arabs seems almost irresistible to the Kremlin, eager as it is to 
spread its influence in tire Middle East at the expense of 
Washington, Cairo and Jerusalem. 

Soviet moves — or lack of them — in any of these areas 
could trigger die kind of Senate response that would only 
damage the chances for SALT-Q ratification. 

The next few months promise to test the flexibility and 
resourcefulness of the ailing Soviet leader and his colleagues 
as perhaps never before. — (WF) 
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Jerusalem: a barrier or gateway to peace

Jerusalem was not even mentioned in the concluding documents 
which emerged from Camp David. Surely this is an amarmg far t 
How can there possibly be peace in the Middle East without peace 
in Jerusalem? Can a settlement in Jerusalem be won by a conspiracy 
of silence? Why is it that in so many documents and deliberations 
about the Middle East the central issue, the issue of Jerusalem, is not 
faced? 

ft is true that Arab governments — particularly the spokesmen of 
Saudi Arabia — have in the strongest terms demanded the return of 
Arab (East) Jerusalem to Arab control and sovereignty. On this all 
the Arab governments are fully agreed. It is well to remember, 
moreover, that President Sadat after the Camp David meeting made 
his attitude clear. On this issue there is no Arab division or disagree- 
ment in the purposes to be pursued. 

Unfortunately, President Sadat obtained no response on 
Jerusalem eitber from Prime Minister Begin, or from President Car- 
ter beyond a reaffirmation of previous United States declarations in 
the United Nations. But it was some comfort to have confirmation 
that die United States had not retreated from its earlier refusal to 
accept the attempt by Israel to annex Arab Jerusalem. 

ft is well to remember the exact wording of the letter which 
President Sadat sent to President Carter on the 17th of September 
1978. 

“I am writing you to reaffirm the position of the Arab Republic of 
Egypt with respect to Jerusalem: 

1. Arab Jerusalem is an integral part of the West Bank. Legal and 
historical Arab rights in the dty most be respected and restored. 

2. Arab Jerusalem should be under Arab sovereignty. 

'3. The Palestinian inhabitants of Arab Jerusalem are entitled to 
exercise their legitimate national rights, being part of the Palestinian 
people in the West Bank. 

4. Relevant Security Council resolutions, particularly Resolutions 
242 and 267, must be applied with regard to Jerusalem. All the 
measures taken by Israel to alter the status of the dty are null and 
void and should be rescinded. 

5. All peoples must have free access to the dty and enjoy the free 
exercise-of worship and the right to visit and transit to the holy places 
without distinction or discrimination. 

6. The holy place of each faith may be placed under the administra- 
tion and control of their representatives. 

7. Essential functions in the dty should be undivided and a joint 
municipal council composed of an equal number of Arab and Israeli 
members can supervise the carrying out of these functions. In this 
way the dty shall be undivided.” 

There-piay be some reservation about the last of these provisions 
regarding common municipal services (such as electricity and water), 
but some arrangement will have to be worked out to deal with that 
practical problem. 

Otherwise the Sad at declaration carries, I am sure, the widest 
possible Arab agreement On these principles and requirements 
there is no Arab doubt or discord. On the contrary, it can be confi- 
dently stated that no Arab, and indeed no Muslim would ask for less. 

On the other hand as time passes since the statement of last year, 
Israel continues to take every opportunity to repeat its determination 
to annex Arab Jerusalem and, more serious still, proceeds apace with 
its jdans to construct a concrete ring of massive buildings ail around 
the dty. 

Israeli settlements on the West Bank and in Gaza have been 
repeatedly declared by everyone, including the United States and 
European governments, to be “impediments to peace” but these

The aim of die regime is to 
identify itself with the people so 
that they may rally round it more 
closely. Another aim is to provoke 
die moderate Arab states to clash 
with the United States so that the 
latter may completely free® any 
attempts at correcting its policy erf 
total dependence on Sadat for a 
separate peace with Israel. 

“We should be careful,” the 


paper said, to distinguish between 
the Sadat regime and Egyptian 
people inside and outride Egypt 
who are an integral part of the 
Arab nation. If some of them have 
been misguided by the Egyptian 
media, they wfll some day return 
to the fold.” 

Calling on the Arab world to 
take actions beyond statements 
denouncing Israeli aggression on 
Lebanon, “ALNadwa” said “the 
Continuous attacks on the Palesti- 
nians and their Lebanese allies 
aim at liquidating the Palestinians 
and expanding die secessionist 
domain of the renegade comman- 
der” Saad Haddad. 

“The conspiracy against Leba- 
non runs parallel to Sadaf s meet- 
ing with Begin and future meet- 
ings. Something more substantial 
should be dome about the situation 
in the country, now flat President 
Sarkis has rejected Begin’ s invita- 


tion to him to surrender and has 
chosen to coordinate policy with 
Syria at a critical time for Leba- 
non. We should start moving 
before our enemies force a fait 
accompli situation in that part of 
the Arab world.” 

Commenting on Prince Abdul- 
lah's statements, “Okas” said 
“the worid’is duty bound to move 
quickly to find a peaceful and just 
solution for the problems of the 
region based on Israeli withdrawal 
from all the occupied territories 
and the restoration of Palestinian 
rights. 

“The Prince’s appeal to Europe 
to understand the Arab position 
was made because oftberole that 
Europe and the United States can 
play tg avoid a conflagration in the 
region." 

“ Begin’ s gifts to Sadat included 
die release of a few_ Palestinians 
who do not constitute any danger 


to Israels security, his opposition 
to the creatio n of a Palestinian 
state and the continued pounding 
of Lebanon,” said “AUBy**”. 

“Sadat remains quiet, he can do 

little else since he has already lost 
the initiative. He is convinced, 
though, that Israeli warplanes may 
s u c c ee d in dragging another Arab 
state to tread the same path of 
treachery and betrayal that he has 
already taken. But he is wrong for 
this will not happen. 

“The United States too has 
started to realize the gravity of iso- 
lation that has befallen its pro- 
liceman in the- region and is think- 
ing of saving him by hinting at a 
new Geneva conference. But this 
will be, in our opinion, a mere dis- 
traction to pave the way for the 
application (rf the treasonable tre- 
aty.” 

“Everyone should know now 
that there is no room for this abo- 


minable policy and the alterna- 
tives are either war or a just peace 
for the situation in the Arab world 
will not take another attempt to 
produce an agreement similar to 
the treaty which will only compli- 
‘ cate matters and bring the region 
to the brink of an explosion."

newly- built Israeli defenses surrounding Jerusalem are the greatest 
barrier of all to a peaceful settlement. 

In contemplating the dangers of this deadlock and confrontation it 
is necessary to consider what place the Jerusalem issue has in the 
wider question of the future of the Palestinians. 

The Camp David document of agreement, it is well to remember, 
started with these words: “The agreed baris for a peaceful settlement 
.of the conflict between Israel and its neighbors is United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 242 in all its parts.” 

It is beyond comprehension how Prime Minister Begin couLd a gn 
such a commitment and then proceed at once to makt statements, 
directly contrary to Resolution 242, by refusing to withdraw f ro m tire 
West Bank and Jerusalem and, on the contrary, proc e eding with 
Israeli settlements on the West Bank and in Gaza and in Jerusalem, 
and further proposing that Israeli military control of the West Bank, 
Gaza and Jerusalem will continue indefinitely. Xt is impossible to 
escape the conclusion that the Begin acceptance of Resolution 242 in 
all its parts was a deliberate deceit 

I am able to give my own testimony about Resolution 242 which I 
proposed in the Security Council in November of 1967. When in that 
resolution we insisted on the “inadmissibilrty of acquisition of territ- 
ory by war” and called for “withdrawal of Israeli armed forces from ' 
territories occupied in the recent conflict” did we intend to tnrimfe 
Arab Jerusalem? Of course we did.* Was not Arab Jerusalem 
ocaqjied in tile 1967 conflict? Of course ft was. 

So relying nn thr unanimity nf mtematirynnl fipmvw and tha prin- 
ciples which were reaffirmed even at Camp David, and consequently 
assuming that the West Bank and Gaza and Arab Jer usalem must 

revert to Arab control, what hope, what basis, can now be found fora 
peaceful settlement In Jerusalem? 

On this central and vital issue, I have for many years been advocat- 
ing a radical solution. Here is what I have been saying repeatedly in 
the “ New York Tunes" and the “London Timetf ’ over the past 
decade. I quote from an article I wrote sometime ago. 

“Jerusalem may be the source of intensified contention and con- 
flict but it could also provide the baas and the means to achieve a 
lasting and honorable peace. 

” There must be cm one tide Arab Jerusalem under Arab 
sovereignty and Arab a dministra tion and on tire other side Israeli 
Jerusalem under Israeli sovereignty and Israeli administration, with 
Arabs and Israelis moving freely between the two and a United 
Nations presence, not to administer the city, but to endure that full 
freedom of movement is m a i n t ain ed. 

“The problem of Jerusalem must be solved.on the haxi$ of equality 
and justice and freedom. The hatycity must not be abazrier it can and 
must be a gateway to peace. 

“As an open, undivided city it could set a pattern for a new 
relationship between Arab and Israeli, it would provide an. example 
to tiie world of how conflict can give way to conciliation, hate give: 
way to respect and enmity be turned to friendship 
‘‘An undivided city not separating but brining berth sides together 
in mutual respect could be the blessed outcome* of so many years of. 
suffering and bloodshed. 

• “An idealist dream? ' . • ■ 

“On the contrary the proposal is* severely practical and perfectly 
possible. : - 

“Why? 

“ For the sim^e reason that the plan for an Arab and an Israeli 

Jerusalem, undivided and free of barriers, bringing both sides 
together, has the inestimable advantage of being the only solution 
which has any prospect or hope of restoring peace at last to the 
Middle East." 

And what is the international interest in Jerusalem? Not to 
ad m j n j s ter J® <*y, I contend. That win be best left to the Arab 
administration or the Israeli administration each in its own area. The 
International interest, I maintain, is the high purpose of 
freedom of access to the holy sites for everyone in the world. 

I have accordingly proposed a Statute of Jerusalem. Here is the 
draft in the form of a resolution to be passed unanimously , I would • 
hope, in the United National General Assembly: 

“Eager to ensure that the holy city of Jerusalem shall forever be a 
center and symbol of peace and freedom; * 

“Anxious moreover that the tranquility and security of the holy 
city shall not onty be protected by the responsible civil and religious 
autitorities, but shall also be recognized axri respected by aflmank- 

“ Wishing to assist in m a intainin g the permanent freedom of the 
holy city from dispute and strife, and tfaepeaceful preservation of the • 
holy places, and the scrupulous protection of relkioafr rights, 
privileges and immunities; 


vv isnmgaisg to assist menstnmg for an the inhabitants of the- holy 

city respect for human rights and, in particular, fn^edom of religion, ‘ 
and for everyone free access to the holy places; 

‘Mplfc for the complete demilitarization .of the bate dty, tearing 
civilian police to keep public order, ; . 

“CaDs for fell cooperation of the responsible dvfl and reihnous 
authorities to ensure these purposes thrraghout the designated area 
(to be shown on a mapmchufing the holy city tod Bethlehem and the *

That then is the plan I have advocated. Jerusalem of twin dtiesL

Lbelieve that, in spite of fiercely held prejudices and antagonisms, 
such a noble idea win gain ground and could in tire end jrovkfe a 
blessed and lasting peace.- • -^••>*-7 :•••.«.

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Energy looms as main issue in New England primaries

WASHINGTON — To 1980 
presidential primary-watchers, 
one fact of life is looming large: It 
will be cold in New Hampshire 
next winter. 

Energy may be the pivotal issue 
in the four New England states 
that will hold the beginning round 
of primaries in 1980. 

Bitter winters and increasingly 
scarce energy supplies have 
greatly increased home beating 
bills in the region. 

President Carter's decision to 
begin a phased decontrol of oil 
prices will mean even higher heat- 
ing bills in those states. His action 
has prompted loud protests from 
prominent area Democrats. 

“Energy will be a big issue up 
here," said Barney Frank, Mas- 
sachusetts legislator who is a 
Democrat “It will be a big one for 
somebody to go after Carter on.” 

The most significant complaint 
has come from Carter’s most for- 
midable potential rival for the 
1980 Democratic nomination. 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts. 

Kennedy is fighting to keep oil 
price controls and branded file 
president's tax plan to recover oil 
company ‘‘wmdfafl profits’’ as “no 
more than a transparent fig leaf 
over the vast new profits the 
industry will reap.” 

Another possible Carter rival in 
1980, California Governor 


Edmund G. Brown Jr., so far 
taken no stand on decontrol and 
has dodged questions from repor- 
ters about it. 

Brown, meanwhile, has 
attracted national attention for his 
efforts to alleviate a serious 
gasoline shortage in his state. 

Potential political pitfalls 
stemming from Carter’s oil decon- 
trol decision face the president 
throughout New En glan d 

In New Hampshire, Democratic 
Senator John A_ Durkin has 
threatened to oppose Carter in his 
state's key 1980 primary if the 
president continues to pursue an 
energy policy the senator sees as 
detrimental to bis region. 

“One-on-one in New Hamp- 
shire today, the Ayatollah could 
beat Carter,” Durkin told repor- 
ters. “There is an anti-New Eng- 
land bias in the White House.” 

In Massachusetts, Democratic 
Senator Paul E. Tsongas has indi- 
cated he might run as a favorite 
son in his state's presidential 
primary to show displeasure over 
Carter’s energy policy. 

Some regard this as a thinly vei- 
led stalking horse bid for Ken- 
nedy. 

In Connecticut, Democratic 
Representative Toby Moffett, 
who is a likely candidate for the 
Senate in 1980, attacked Carter’s 
oil decontrol decision and nar- 
rowly failed in the House Com- 
merce Committe to block the pres- 


ident's plan. 

Carter, on a recent swing 
through New Egnland, sought to 
shore up damage to his candidacy 
by announcing to a town meeting 
that extra reserves of oil would be 
earmarked for tire region next 
winter. 

Hie also has vigorously attacked 
the oil industry and recently 
blasted Congress when the House 
killed his standby gasoline ration - 
ing'plan. 

Even though all the Republican 
presidential candidates have basi- 
cally the same position on decon- 
trol — they favor it — the oil issue 
is a potential liability in New Eng- 
land for two Texan GOP hopefuls. 

Former Texas Governor John 
B. Connally represented oil com- 
panies as a lawyer. Former Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency Director 
Georgs Bush made his fortune in 
the oil drilling business. 

Nudear power will almost cer- 
tainly be a major Issue if Gov. 
Brown, as expected, challenges 
Carter for the Democratic nomi- 
nation. 

Brown is opposed to nuclear 
plants and has become increas- 
ingly vocal on the issue since the 
nuclear accident at Three Mile 
Island in Pennsylvania. 

Hie has called for closing the 
Rancho Seco atomic plant in his 
state because it was designed by 
the Babcock & Wilcox Co-, the 
same company that built the 


Three Mile Island units, and is 
similar to the Pennsylvania 
facilities. 

Carter, a nuclear engineer dur- 
ing his navy days, still feels that 
nuclear power is one means of 
weaning the nation from overseas 
oD and favors “prudent develop- 
ment” of atomic energy. 

After the Pennsylvania inci- 
dent, the president toned down his 
support for the nuclear alternative 
and emphasized the need for bet- 
ter safely controls. 

Kennedy takes a skeptical 
stance on the nuclear issue and 
recently introduced legislation to 
impose a two-year morato ri um on 
licensing new atomic plants until 
safety questions are resolved. 

All die Republican candidates 
basically back nuclear power, with 
the proviso that adequate 
safeguards be put in place. The 
nudear issue presently does not 
appear to be a factor in the GOP 
sweepstakes. 

A large portion of New Eng- 
land’s electricity comes from the 
atom — as much as 70 percent in 
Vermont — and this economic 
reality may tend to mute any 
large-scale political debate on the 
nudear issue. 

Although some of tile dates are 
subject to change. New Hamp- 
shire’s traditional kick-off prim- 
ary is now scheduled for Feb. 26, 
to be followed one week later, on 
March 4, by contests in. Mas- 


sachusetts, Vermont and Connec- 
ticut. 

This regional duster prompt ed 
a move in the Texas legislature to 
move that oO-produczng state's 
presidential primary to March 11 
from May 3 in an effort to offset 
the . influence of the consumer 
states. 

Such a shift report e dly was 
pushed to help Texan Cbnnally 
overcome any New England set- 
back and score ah early primary 
win. 

Here is how energy affects the 
political situation in New England 
on a state-by-state basis: 

* New Hampshire. The price 
and availability of heating oil next 
February and gasoline this sum- 
mer could have a' significant 
impact on the Democratic ballot- 
ing. 

Should Kennedy decide to run 
— he says he has no plans to and 
expects to support the president 
for re-election — the Mas- 
sachusetts senator has done him - 
self no harm in New Hampshire hy 

fighting to retain oil price controls. 

In addition to his pledge to 
make sure the state has sufficient 
oil next winter. Carter has prop- 
osed that tax credits be given for 
wood-burning stoves, which are 
widely used in the rural north 
woods. 

Nudear power could be a factor 
on the Democratic side. 

New Hampshire is die home of 


the namchrTl Alliance, an anti- 
nuclear activist group that sought 
unsuccessfully to bfodk construc- 
tion of the contr o versial Seabrook 
atomic plant.

London's five major bullion 
dealers “fixed" the price for the 
morning trading session at 
$276.10, a record price for the 
London market The gold and 
foreign currency markets were 
closed in London Monday for the 
spring bank holiday weekend.

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88-year white rule formally ends Frida y 

Black leaders take oath in Zimbabwe Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, May 29 (R) — 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa and 
Joszah Gumede Tuesday were 
sworn in as prime minister and 
president of the black-dominated 
nation of Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

Both called for unity in the 
war- torn country and Prime 
Minister Muzorewa said he was 
determined to heal the divisions 
plaguing the biracial coalition 
government, the rest of whose 
members take office on Friday. 

“I can assure you I’m deter- 
mined to solve the problems 
determinedly and ruthlessly,” he 
said. Asked what he meant by 
ruthless, he replied: “I mean with 
firmness.” 

The glittering oath-taking 
ceremony under a scorching sun at 
Government House, attended by 
generals, politicians and top gov- 
ernment officials, presented a con- 
trast to the bleak appearance of 
the coalition. 

Inter-party rows have reduced 
the coalition cabinet from four to 
two partners in the month since 
one-man, one-vote elections sig- 
nalled an end to an 88-year era of 
white minority rule. 

The Zimbabwe African 


National Union (ZAND) faction 
of tiie Rev. Ndabanmgi Sitbole 
has boycotted die handover of 
power since the election victory of 
the United African National 
Council (UANC) of Bishop 
Muzorewa. ZANU-Sithole 
alleges the voting was rigged, apd 
says it will cold-shoulder the new 
regime until the High court consid- 
ers its evidence. 

A second coalition partner, the 
United National Federal Party 
(UNFP) of Chief Kayisa Ndiweni, 
has refbsed to participate in the 


cabinet because it says die UANC 
reneged on a deal to consult with it 
over presidential candidates. The 
UNFP said its tune parliamen- 
tarians will act as an opposition 
bloc in parliaranet 

The boycotts mean the cabinet 
will consist only of members of the 
UANC and outgoing Prime Minis- 
ter lan Smith's white Rhodesian 
Front Party. If the two rebel par- 
ties maintain their stand, the con- 
cept of a government of national 
unity will lie virtually in tatters. 

Political sources said this would 


damage the new regime as it seeks 
international recognition, an end 
to sanctions and support for its 
war against the Patriotic Front 
guerrilla alliance of Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo — 
both bitter rivals of Bishop 
Muzorewa. 

But the political bickering and 
the six-year- war, which is rfaTming 
40 lives a day, seemed far away 
when the ceremony began at the 
president's residence in Salisbury 
Tuesday. 


Selous Scouts commander 


Rhodesia commando faces trial 


SALISBURY, May 29 (AP) — 
The commander of Rhodesia’s 
Selous Scouts, famed in other 
army units' and hated by black 
nationalist guerrillas, is to be 
court-martialled next month for 
alleged insubordination, army 
officials say. 

CoL Ron Reid-Daley, in his 
40s, faces charges arising from a 
mess dinner row February with 
then army commander John 
Hickman, who was later forced to 


quit the service over the incident 
Reid-Daley, one of the most 
popular officers in Rhodesia's 
white-led but mainly black army, 
faces a maximum sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment and dismis- 
sal, tiie army spokesman said. 

“But Fm not suggesting this 
would apply in this case," he said 
without elaborating. 

Reid-Daley commands some 
500 troops, most of them black, at 
a bosh camp 25 miles northwest of 


here. He would not oomment 
when contacted by telephone. 

News of the colonel's impend- 
ing court martial has been 
rumored among troops here for 
some time, creating considerable 
discontent. It has not been offi- 
cially reported. 

“ Uncle Ron (as he is often 
known) is the nearest thing to god 
we've got," one young soldier 
said .“ If they harm him in any way 
there might be mutiny.” 


Vance to i give briefing 


NATO ministers seen supporting SALT 


THE HAGUE, May 29 (R) — 
NATO foreign ministers, at a con- 
ference that opened here Tues- 
day, expected to support the new 
U.S.-Soviet strategic arms limita- 
tion (SALT) treaty to be signed 
next month, informed Western 
sources have said. ■ 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, who has played a major 
part in negotiating the treaty, was 
scheduled to brief Ins affiance col- 
leagues during the two-day meet- 
ing at Noordwijkeibont, outside 
The Hague, ou the curbs to be 
placed on the two superpowers’ 
nudear arsenals. 


Vance was expected to arrive 
from Rome later Tuesday. In 
Rome, the secretary discussed 
prospects of a wider Middle East 
peace with Italian Premier Giulio 
Andreotti and conferred with 
Pope John Paul-at the Vatican. 

Vance told the Italian leader it 
was very important that Israeli 
Premier Menahem Begin recently 
declared that the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty was not a separate 
peace but the first step to wider 
peace, Italian officials reported. . 

H the second stage of peace 
negotiations achieved progress on 
autonomy for the West Bank and 


Gaza Strip, it could be an encour- 
agement for other Arab states to 
negotiate, Vance added, accord- 
ing to the officials 


The two leaders also discussed 
next month's seven-nation 
economic summit in Tokyo on 
world energy problems and Vance 
said the Carter administration 
expected to deregulate oil prices 
in tite United States.

Iran reveals drop in oil output 


TEHRAN, May 29 (R) — 
Iran’s crude ail production has fair- 
lea to about 3-54 millio n barrels a 
day, a drop of some 700,000 bar- 
rels from last month's average, the 
National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC) said Tuesday (see earlier 
story page 12). 

NIOC did not give a reason for 
the drop, which might exacerbate 
world oil shortages already acute 
due to a shortfall of some two mil- 
lion barrels a day mainly caused by 
conditions in Iran. 

Industry sources in Tehran said 
they did not believe the reduction 
was the result of a change in gov- 
ernment production or export 
pohetes. The government had ear- 
lier said it would maintain produc- 
tion at about four million barrels a 
day, of which about one million 
barrels would be used to meet 
home demand and the rest 
exported.

- The oil workers have been tak- 
ing an increasingly independent 
fine on production and export 
policies. 

A sign of this was the 
announcement Monday by oil 
workers in Ahwaz, administrative 
center of Iratf soil producing pro- 
vince of Khuzestan, that they 
would ban ofi supplies to any 


countries which harboured the 
deposed Shah. 

The workers, whose all out 
strike was largely instrumental in 
bringing down tite Shalfs regime, 
also expressed their determin ac- 
tion to end “ human and industrial 
dependence on the superpowers 
and other international expkrit- 


This was an apparent reference 


to their rejection of the return of 
expatriates, mainly Western tech- 
nicians who dominated the upper 
reaches of the ofl industry in pre- 
revolutionary Iran. 

Nazih and other NIOC chiefs 
have argued that the return of 
some Western experts on indi- 
vidual contracts was necessary to 
help maintain Iranian oil exports 
and growth. 


Vietnam, China complete 
2nd exchange of captives 


BANGKOK, May 29 (AP) — 
Vietnam and China Monday 
exchanged prisoners for the sec- 
ond time but Vietnam accused 
Chinese troops of setting off an 
explosion near the exchange point 
and of “provocative acts" against 
Vietnamese Red Cross workers. 

The Vietnam News Agency, in a 
broadcast monitored Tuesday in 
Bangkok, reported that China 
handed over 18 wounded or sick 
prisoners, including 24 women, 
and Vietnam released 20 Chinese 
in the second exchange of cap- 
tives. 

There was no immediate report 
on the exchange from Chinese 
agencies. 

The point of exchange was the 
“zero kilometer mark” on the 
road from China’ s Friendship pass* 
to Vretoanfs Dong Dang district 
of Lang Son Province, 140 
kilometers northeast of Hanoi 

The Vietnamese lodged a for- 
mal protest with the Chinese, 
claiming provocative acts on 
Monday by two groups of armed 
Chinese forces, “currently 


occupying the former French post 
of Po Coc Phong on Vietnam's 
territory.’’ The alleged provoca- 
tions included an explosion, but 
there were no details. 

The Vietnam News Agency said 
before the protest that Chinese 
soldiers “thank the Vietnamese 
government for its humane pol- 
icy.” 

The news agency said most of 
the Chinese released were sol- 
diers, while many of the Vietnam- 
ese were civilians. 

The third exchange of prisoners 
will take place June 5, with Red 
Cross representatives meeting 
June 6 to set up a fourth exchange. 

The broadcast said die Chinese 
handed over a list of 13 Vietnam- 
ese reported as dead, although the 
files submitted by China’s rep- 
resentatives were said to be 
“sketchy.” 

Present at the exchange on 
Monday were Francois Bunrion 
and Jean Francois Liver, rep- 
resentatives of the International 
Red Cross in Hanoi, the broadcast 
s aid. 


the last summit in Bonn, which 
brought stability to the money 
markets and more economic 
growth in West Germany and 
Japan, had been a success and 
should be continued.

The second SALT pact is due to 
be signed by President Jimmy Car- 
ter and Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev at a summit meeting in 
Vienna in mid-June. 

The sources in the Hague said 
NATO support for SALT II 
would be especially welcome to 
the Carter administration, which 
faces an uphill struggle to get the 
accord ratified by the American 
Senate. 

The next stage of East-West 
negotiations on arms control and 
disarmament measures, which 
would include Washington’s 
NATO allies and Moscow’s War- 
saw Pact partners, was also to be 
.examined by NATO. 

A senior Dutch official said 
SALT II was of exceptional 
importance as “the foundation on 
which all otheT arms control 
measures will be built. ” 

Washington’s partners are par- 
ticularly concerned about the 
targeting on Western Europe of 
the Soviet SS20 and other inter- 
mediate range missiles, which are 
not covered by the SALT agree- 
ment 

Dutch officials said the SS20, a 
mobile weapon i which can carry 
multiple atomic - warheads, bad 1 
seriously upset the nudear bal- 
ance in Europe. 

But the sources did not expect 
foreign ministers to go into detail 
on the question of modernizing 
nuclear missiles stationed in 
Western Europe to counter this 
threat. 

They said this was being studied 
by NATO’s defense chiefs and 
experts, and that a decision was 
expected only towards the end of 
this year. 


The only note of discord was 
provided by a boycott of the pro- 
ceedings by Sithofe and his party.

As gnests filed past the prime 
minister and president and their 
wives, several African women in 
the line dropped to their knees 
and rose up to shake hands, ululat- 
ing a praise of their new leaders. 

Speaking to reporters after- 
wards, Bishop Muzorewa, 54, said 
be was becoming daily more con- 
fident and hopeful for the fiitui e 
of the troubled country. “lean see 
light at the end of the tunnel,” he 
said. 

The Patriotic Front has pledged 
to fight on, dismissing the black- 
do mina ted coalition as continued 
white role under a black facade.

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SALISBURY, May 29 (R) — 
The rate of white emigration from 
Rhodesia more than doubled in 
the first four months of this year 
compared with 1978, official 
statistics disclosed Tuesday. 

A total of 4,544 whites left bet- 
ween January and April aompared 
' with 2,242 over the same period 
last year, the Central Statistical 
Office reported. 

More than 1,800 people left in 
April, a drain of more than 60 a 
day, while only 237 immigrants 
arrived. 

The figures looked bad for the 
emergent black-dominated coun- 
try of Zimbabwe Rhodesia, due to 
come into being on Friday. 

Prime Minister Muzorewa has 
bid great stress on the importance 
of re taming white skills. 

In an attempt to ensure their 
help, he has agreed to a large 
measure of continued white con- 
trol over the new nation. 

Constitutional provisions 
safeguarding considerable white 
privilege have opened the new 
regime to accusations from the 
Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance 
that it amounts merely to white 
rule. Hie front has pledged to fight 


MEXICO CITY, May 29 (AP) 
— Mexico and New Zealand have 
announced that they will not give 
asylum to deposed Shah of Iran. 

The Mexican Foreign Ministry 
confirmed Monday that it has not 
authorized a visa for the Shah and 
said h has no plans to issue one. 

“The Shah would not be able to 
obtain a Mexican visa in view of 
the fact! his passport has been 
declared illegal by the new gov- 
ernment of Iran — a government 
which Mexico recognizes,” said a 
spokesman for the foreign minis- 
try who asked not to be identified. 

In Tehran, New Zealand 
Ambassador Christopher Beeby 
told Iran’s Foreign Minister 
Ibrahim Yazdi Tuesday that his 
government will not permit the 
Shah to settle there. 

Persistent press reports have 
said the Shah and his family have 
obtained a permit or visa from the 
Mexican government to live in the 
Pacific coast resort of Acapulco, 
where the Shah' s sister has bought 
a home. 

“The invalidity of the passports 
of the Shah and his family have 
been officially noted by the Mexi- 
can government and it is not going 
to extend a visa to anyone with an 
illegal passport,” the government 
spokesman said. 

Unconfirmed press reports said 
the Shah had purchased a house 
from Actress Merle Oberon next 
to Princess Shams* his sister. The 
bouse supposedly bought by the 
Shah is registered in the name of 

Baron de Portanova, an Italian 
nobleman. 


Beeby said that his govern- 
ment's stand on die issue had not 
changed.
